Senator Holland Begins Fourth Term 
By Introducing 13 General Bills 


Senator Spessard Holland in- 
troduced thirteen general leg- 
islature bills of both national 
ind state significance today as 
the Senate commenced its work 
of the first session of the 89th 
Congress. 

Holland, Florida's  senicr 
United States Senator who i; 
starting his fourth term in the 
Senate, is hopeful that with the 
*ooperation of other members 
of the state's "Congressional 
delegation a major portion of 
his legislative program can be 
anacted into law during the cur- 
rent Congress. 

Following are the bills offer- 
`4 by Senator Holland on this 
first day upon which legisla- 

on could be introduced in the 
Senate: 

A bill amending the Federal 
Power Act so as to remove from 
the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Püwer Commission the purely 
intra-state operations of pri- 
vately-owned electric utilities 
companies and cooperatives. 

A bill to provide quicker and 
more efficient means of clear- 
ing titles to lands upon which 
the federal government retains 
rights to phosphate deposits, 
authorizing the Secretary of the 
Interior. to convey phosphate 
rights to owners'of record. up- 
‘On receipt of proof that the land 
is either non-phosphate in 
Character or not prospectively 
valuable for such mining. 

A bill amending the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act for the 
purpose of placing certain re- 
strictions upon the importation 
of tangerines. 

A bill authorizing the appro- 
priation of funds for the design 
апа planning of the United 
States exhibit at the Inter- 
American Cultural and Tri 
Center (INTERAMA) in Miami, 
Florida. 

A bill amending the Railway 
Labor Act so as to require com- 
pulsory arbitration of disputes 


involving the ` employees of 
common air carriers.

A bill amending the 


Hartley Act to provide the re- 
tura to the individual states of 
their.power to deal with pub- 
lic utilities strikes and lock- 
odts endangering the public 
welfare and safety, 

A bill placing the 
Homestead, Florida, 
within the federal 
highway system.

Redevelopment Act so as to 
make areas containing popula- 
tions in excess of 50,000 Cubar 
refugees eligible for federal as- 
sistance. 

A bill permitting retired re- 
serve officers of the armed for- 
ces to-submit claims to the near- 
est district federal judges rather 
than to the Court of Claims, 
Washington, D. C. 

A bill empowering the fed 
eral government to convey to 
the State of Florida 20.7 acres 
of land within the Kennedy 
Space Center for use as the site 
of a branch of the University 
of Florida College of Engineer- 
ing for space research, 

A bill authorizing the con- 
struction of a permanent mem- 
orial in Washington, D. C., to 
James Madison. 

A bill to name one of the 
locks of the Cross-Florida Bar- 
ge Cana] in honor of Bert Dosh, 
editor emeritus of the Ocala 
(Fla) Star Banner and long- 
time supperter of the Canal. 

A bill to name one ot the 
Central and Soüthern Florida 
Flood Control Project locks on 
the Caloosahatchee River in 
honor of W. P. Franklin, 

In addition to his own bills, 
Senator Holland co-sponsored 
Senator John McClellan's. bill 
to outlaw strikes in defense 
plants.
